Have you been bothered much by 
hoot-owls, lately? 

It’s no laughing matter, brother 
There is more than one Canadian 
town where, at certain times of the 
year, a body can hardly get any 
sleep because of the lovelorn owls 
hooting and cat-calling, or owl-call- 
ing, and carrying on _ generally 
around the place. 

They keep it up until early morn- 
ing when the moon goes down, and 
in frosty fall weather they are likely 
as not to start in again before noon. 

Owls also are famous for nocturnal 
whoopee-making, especially in wood- 
ed, hilly country, and you can hear 
‘em sounding off any moonlit night. 

However, in justice to the owls, it 
should be presented that they really 
do a lot of good in the world. So 
do hawks. For these facts I have 
the word of Wendell Moore, a biolo- 
gist and taxidermist, and will get 
around to him in a minute. 

W. C. Handy, author of “The St. 
Louis Blues”, also has some valuable 
information in his recent autobiogra- 
phy. He is the father of jazz, you 
know. “It’s rather difficult to 
imagine such a man being bothered 
by owls during his boyhood, but he 
says he was, 

The owls would get to hooting 
around his little cabin until some- 
times he thought he’d go crazy with 
fear, he relates. There were nights 
when (to young W. C. Handy) they 
seemed to be syncopating that stuff. 

But, he tells us, his old grand- 
mammy and some other elderly lad- 
ies in the neighborhood knew what 
to do about owls, syncopating or 
otherwise, 

You just stick a poker in the fire- 
place, turn it around a few times in 


the coals, and leave it there. He 
tried that, and it worked. The owls 
would shut up and move away for 
the night. It worked every time. 

No scientist, Handy never found 
out exactly why, though. Vibrations 
in the air, maybe. However, if you 
have owl troubles, it cannot hurt you 
to try and there will be no charge for 
this information. 

Now, getting back to Professor 
Moore, the taxidermist. He not only 
studies owls, hawks and such things, 
but he stuffs ’em for a living and 
even makes sculptures of them in 
wood, as a kind of hobby. 

However, although he makes a liv- 
ing out of stuffed owls and hawks,

“Actually, every hawk and owl in 
the country is worth an average of 
$30 a year to the farmer for the 
number of mice and rats they kill,” 
he says. 

“Less than 5 per cent. of all the 
food consumed by hawks and owls 
is poultry, grain, or other valuable 
food.” 

According to Prof. Alfred H. Sinks, 
Iowa State college agriculturist, a 
single pair of field mice can cause 
one million more to be born. One 
pair of gray or Norway rats can pro- 
duce nearly a third of a billion in 
less than three years—unless there 
are owls and hawks around, 

Therefore, the taxidermist urges, 
people—especially farmers—ought to 
be kind to owls and hawks, For one 
thing, if you find evidence of any rat 
damage at all, there probably are 
from 100 to 500 rats in the vicinity. 

A couple of owls and a visiting 
hawk now and then would be of con- 
siderable value under such circum- 
stances. 

Incidentally, Moore says that since 
last November people have brought 
him 22 different hawks for mounting 
—each one a member of the bene- 
ficial varieties. 


All too often, he says, farmers kill 


ospreys, too—although in analysis of 


70 osprey stomachs not one disclosed 
evidence of anything but fish having 
been eaten.

CRUISE AROUND IN YOUR OWN BOAT — 


OATS are useful, pleasant pos-/ 

S@ssions, but nowadays inclined 
to be expensive. If you can lay hands 
on the necessary materials you can 
build one of your own. This flat- 
bottomed model is difficult to upset. 
It will be found very serviceable as 
a rowboat and can also be used with 
an outboard motor, since the tran- 
som is made of double thickness 
with the inner layer of boards run- 
ning up and down while the outer- 
layer is run crosswise. 

This boat may be built out of pine 
or cypress, the latter giving the long- 
er lived job while the pine will be 
found to be considerably less expen- 
sive. The material should be dressed 
to % inch thickness, though some- 


what thicker material will do no 
harm, 
Before attempting to build the 


boat, the bow post, which should be 
of oak or any other hard wood, so 
long as it is sound, should be worked 
to the dimensions given in the plan. 
The temporary frame which is in- 
serted across the middle of the boat 
also should be built from any avail- 
able lumber, according to dimensions, 
and the transom also should be pre- 
pared before attempting to assemble 
the boat. 

The sides are made of two pieces, 
the lower strip being 10 inches wide,

while the upper strip is made from| 
a piece eight inches wide, the top 
edge of which is curved according 
to the dimensions given in the plan.

When these parts have all been pre- 
pared, it is advisable to dress the 
material for the ribs and cleats, as 
this should also be in readiness. 

The first step in building the boat 
is to fasten the lower side boards to} 
the bow post.

Shepherds' Crooks 


Encouragement is being given in 
parts of Scotland to a revival of the 
old crafts, and these centres will 
help towards producing truly Scot- 
tish articles. 

One of the most ancient hobbies 
in the world, that of making shep- 
herds’ crooks, has never died, and 
herders in the heart of the highlands 
are still expert at turning out at- 
tractive as well as useful crooks, 
In the dark evenings of winter, shep- 
herds spend hours shaping, sand-pa- 
pering and paring specially selected 
horns of rams_to fit to suitable 
sticks, It is not easy to find trees 
or saplings that will make good 
staffs. 

Most of the craftsmen prefer to 
have their own crooks with a natural 
bend for the handle, and they will go 
to the extent of twisting a young 
sapling into the desired shape and 
fixing it so that it grows thus. 

The length of a crook may be va- 
ried to suit personal taste and use, 
but five feet is a common size, for 
it has been found that that gives the 
shepherd a convenient reach for an 
animal at lambing time. A specially 
good crook, perhaps with designs cut 
on the handle, brings up to $20, and
